The second of the three divisions 
consisted of Social Services, and 
Professor Marsh discussed the 
Commission's opinions upon the 
degree ot responsibility to be as- 
sumed by the Federal, Provincial 
and Municipal governments.

-At present fourth and tiftli yeaC;

WHAT GERMANY FORGOT by J»me£ T, 
Shot well: The Macmill^n Co.. New York,

Mr Shotwell hat written a book which 
snouic 'o( ;ead .v.ti. tare and attention. It is 
a comprciienïivc study of the economic prob- 
lems involved in the last war. It goes below 
the surface and addrcsces itself to the econ- 
omist and the historian in search of generally 
unknown l-.n .,'.ltdj;c rather than of a more 
EUpcrficia! understanding of the problem. Mr. 
bhotwell has the gift of asking the righ^ ques- 
tions and the right way of tctting to work in 
order to answer them.

"Nazi Germany fed upon the 
diicpntent which was concentrated upon the 
Treaty of Versailles, but its origins lay in the 
wartime mobilization of Germany's strength 
for v/ar purposes in 1817." Some readers may 
feel that the treaty and the attempts to en- 
force its provisions <c.g.

Announcement was recently made of Ihn 
publication of the 10411 edition of the Canada 
Year Book by authorization of the Hon.

Contmcrce. Now offered for purchase by Ihc 
King's Printer In Ottawa, the Cnnndn Year 
Book It the official statistical annual of the 
country and contains a thoroughly up-to-date 
account of the natural resources of the Do- 
minion and their development, Ihe history of 
the country, its institutions, its demography, 
the different branches of production, trade, 
transi'wrtation. finance, education, etc. — In 
brief, a comprehensive .itiidy withm a single 
volume of the social and economic condition 
of the Dominion, 

With over 1.200 pages, the Canada Year 
Book gi\'es an illuminating picture In figures 
of the remarkable progress which this country 
has made since the first Dominion census in 
1871, sixty-eight years ago. The volume is not 
restricted to statistical tabulations alone and 
there are many articles on all phases of the 
national and industrial life of the country.

the autonomy of certain provinces, 
he declared that the issue of cen- 
tralization as opposed to decen- 
tralization no longer existed.

A rather sinister meaning 
has been given lo the word "pmpa- 
ganda ' in recent ye.us, all tuo ufteii 
a slalemcnt on our personal side 
ot the case is a legitimate argu- 
ment, but a statement on the otnet 
side wc label propaganda. There 
is no way ot advancing a cause ex- 
cept through propaganda, whclher 
this is carried on in the press or 
in speeches or in private conversa- 
tion. But there are two types ot 
propaganda: one honest, the other 
dishonest. One is clean and frank; 
Ihc other is veiled and masks sub- 
versive interests. In the United 
Slates today there is isolationist 
propaganda and Ihcrc is participa- 
tion propaganUu; Ihcrc Is the 
propaganda of belligerent nations, 
some ot it undisguised, some of it 
sublld and unapparenl; and finally. 
Ihcrc is Ihc propaganda of other 
interest groups, such as that ot the 
comrades from Moscow.
